The facts surrounding the 
health and financial condition 
of most of today’.-» nearly 18 
million people *>5 or older leave 
v. ) room to doubt their need for 
help with their medical prob­ 
lems 
First, the average couple 65 
or older has an Income of less 
than $50 a week; the average 
older person living alone has 
only about $20 a week and the 
average older person living 
with relatives has a weekly in­ 
come of less than $9. And, a 
very high percentage of the 
aged have practically no assets 


to draw on for medical costs. 
Second, older people-because 
of their age are more likely to 
need hospital care than younger 
people and are going to need to 
be hospitalized longer. The facts 
are these: 
—One out of every 6 people 
65 or older will be hospitalized 
during the year nnd *he average 
stay will be about two wee! , 
twice as long as the average 
younger persor.
